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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-15 as recited in the preliminary amendment filed with the application on 
8/30/06 are currently pending. 

Form and Language of Claims 

A cursory review of the claims reveals that they are extremely wordy and 
imprecise. They also include preferred embodiments (claims 10 and 14) and trade 
names (claim 12), both of which are perse indefinite. Claim 5 does not end with a 
period. To expedite prosecution and make the examination on the merits as meaningful 
as possible, applicant is urged to read the claims before responding to this Office action 
and supply a replacement claim listing that clearly recites the invention in plain English. 
Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Cells: (a) animal cells, (b) mammalian cells, and (c) yeast cells, as in claim 10; 
elect ONE. 

Substances: (d) therapeutic protein, (e) diagnostic protein, (f) monoclonal 
antibody, (g) growth factor, (h) peptide hormone, (i) enzyme, (j) polynucleotide, (k) viral 
vector, and (I) vaccine, as in claim 14; elect ONE. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply

must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic 
is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise require 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim. Currently, the following claim(s) are 
generic: Claims 1-9, 13, and 15. 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .475(a), a national stage application shall relate to one 
invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept ("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in 
a national stage application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only 
when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of 
the same or corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical 
features" shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which each of 
the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. 

The determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept shall be made without regard to whether the inventions are 
claimed in separate claims or as alternatives within a single claim. See 37 CFR 
1 .475(e). 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Pursuant to PCT 
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Rule 13.2 and PCT Administrative Instructions, Annex B, Part 1(f)(l)(B)(2), the species 
are not art-recognized equivalents. When alternatives of chemical compounds are 
claimed, they shall be regarded as being of a similar nature where all alternatives have 
a common property or activity, and either a significant structural element is shared by all 
of the alternatives, or all of the alternatives belong to a recognized class of chemical 
compounds in the art to which the invention pertains. The words "significant structural 
element is shared by all of the alternatives" refer to cases where the compounds share 
a common chemical structure which occupies a large portion of their structures, or in 
case the compounds have in common only a small portion of their structures, the 
commonly shared structure constitutes a structurally distinctive portion in view of 
existing prior art, and the common structure is essential to the common property or 
activity. The structural element may be a single component or a combination of 
individual components linked together. The words "recognized class of chemical 
compounds" mean that there is an expectation from the knowledge in the art that 
members of the class will behave in the same way in the context of the claimed 
invention. In other words, each member could be substituted one for the other, with the 
expectation that the same intended result would be achieved. The cells in species (a)- 
(c) are not functional equivalents for each other, since yeast is unicellular and animal 
and mammalian cells are multicellular. Furthermore, different animal cells are not 
necessarily functional equivalents for each other. The substances in species (d)-(l) do 
not share a common core structure or function, and they are not clearly art-accepted 
equivalents for each other. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does 
not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election shall be treated as an election without traverse. Traversal must be 
presented at the time of election in order to be considered timely. Failure to timely 
traverse the requirement will result in the loss of right to petition under 37 CFR 1 .144. If 
claims are added after the election, applicant must indicate which of these claims are 
readable on the elected invention or species. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions have unity of 
invention (37 CFR 1 .475(a)), applicant must provide reasons in support thereof. 
Applicant may submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. 
Where such evidence or admission is provided by applicant, if the examiner finds one of 
the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used 
in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
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remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i).
